CRONIN’S BOLT SAID TO HAYE 
BEEN FOUND IN CHICAGO. 


Australian Election System Adopted 
in Illinois — Cook Conntjr 
Hospital Horrors.

M CRDBF W ILL OCT. 
The M utilated R em ains of M issing Dr. 
Cronin Found In Chicago. 
C hicag o, May 22d.—The latest sensation in 
the Cronin case came to the fore lafe this after­ 
noon, when a telephone message from the Lake 
View police station announced that a body sup­ 
posed to be that of the missing Dr. Cronin had 
been lound in a sewer near the Marine Hospi- 
Tbe body was wrapped in cotton similar to 
that found in the trunk which Woodruff claims 
to have thrown awsj u bake View after a body 
was removed from it by his two companions. 
FURTHER PARTICULARS. 
Chicago, May 22d.—The dead body of Dr. 
Cronin, the Irish-American who strangely dis­ 
appeared from his home in Chicago two weeks 
ago, was found this evening some distance north 
01 the city in a sewer on Evanston avenue 
A bloody towel was wrapped about him, but 
the body was stark naked. A Catholic emblem 
which the doctor always wore next his skin and 
suspended about his neck was untouched. On 
his head were a dozen cuts, which had severed 
the scalp and indented the skull. 
The opiuiou ol the police is that Cronin was 
foully murdered. Much excitement was shown 
at detective headquarters, when all doubt as to 
the identity w es removed by definite messages 
from Lake View. It was evident from the ex­ 
pressions of the police that one of the first ob­ 
jects will have to be an explanation of the 
assertions by supposed iriends of Cronin. Lieut. 
Elliott, Chief of Detectives, will have these peo­ 
ple at the inquest and demand an explanation 
full and complete. The detectives claim that 
'.hey have been handicapped from the start by 
lack of assistance from those who claimed to 
know all concerning the doctor’s disappearance. 
“I will have this information now ,’ said El­ 
liott. “There will be a number of prompt a - 
rests. ’ 
Wholly accidental circumstances brought the 
corpse to light. A gang of laborers who were 
cleaning ditches along Evanston avenue, no- 
nced near the corner of Evanston avenue and 
Fifty-ninth street a strong smell of putrid flesh. 
One ol the men pried oflT the cover of a catch- 
basin at the comer and there discovered the 
corpse. It had apparently been hastily pitched 
into the basin, as the head was underneath the 
ieet and legs in the opening. 
This basin is located nearly a mile from 
where the mysterious blood-stained trunk was 
found on the day after Cronin’s/disappearance. 
It seems altogether remarkable that it was not 
sooner discovered, for the Lake View police 
started out to search all the catch-basins in 
that suburb a week after the trunk was iound 
One of the searchers said to-night that thev 
had missed the basin where the body was 
hidden. 
The body was immediately taken to the Lakc- 
view Moreue, aud within an hour a dozen of 
Cronin’s friends were at the Morgue. They 
were quite sure it was that of the missing doc­ 
tor, and their opiuions were verified late- bv T 
T Conklin, with whom Cronin lived, and also 
by others. 
Dr. Brandt, who examined the body, said that 
the blows on the head mutt have been indicted 
by some sharp instrument. 
There would seem to be no possibility of 
doubt as to the identification of the body. 
Among many others who expressed a positive 
opinion in regard to it was a dentist who re­ 
cently worked on Cronin’s teeth, and also a 
man who for years has been Cronin’s tailor. 
It is thought that Croniu's body wag carried 
in the mysterious blood-stained trunk. There 
was cotton found about the feet aud under the 
chin of the corpse of the same quality as that 
found in the trunk, and threads of clothing 
found in the trunk correspond in apitearance 
witli the threads of the towel wrapped about 
Cronin's head. 
The body was much swelled and in an ad­ 
vanced state ot decomposition, owing to its long 
stay under water in the catch-basiu. 
The man Woodruff, or Black, who after arrest 
confessed to having helped carry off the trunk 
containing the corpse, which he claimed was 
that oi a woman, from a barn in the city on the 
night of Cronin’s disappearance, was inter­ 
viewed to-night in jail, lie manifested no sur- 
S 
rise when told of the discovery, but while talk- 
>g freely about the matter he seems careful 
not to go outside of the story he had origin .uiy 
told. He repeatedly said that ifhe had not b’-en 
locked up lu jail he could aud would have 
cleared up the mystery before this time. 
Alexander Sullivan, ex-l’residcnt of the Na­ 
tional League, was horror-stricken to-night 
when told of the discovery of Cronin’s body 
He was at a loss what to say, further than that 
he was dumbfounded, as he believed all along 
that Dr. Cronin would turn up ail right in the 
course of time. He had nó theories whatever 
or evidence as to the probable cause of the Cro­ 
nin murder. 
In reference to the slatenu-nt made by some 
ot Cronin’s friends at the time of the latter’s 
disappearance, that he (Sullivan) knew more 
about the matter than he cared to tell, Mr. Sul­ 
livan said he had treated that report with con­ 
tempt at the time, and had nothing else for it 
now. He added that he was horrified to hear of 
the murder, aud will do everything in his 
power to help place the guilty persons where 
they belong. 
Shortly after the news of the finding of the 
body was received a reporter called 011 Mrs. 
Conklin at her heme where the doctor resided 
When informed of the finding of the bodv she 
said that she was not surprised, that she had 
always said that he was murdered. 
“You will,” said the reporter, “undoubtedly 
give the police the benefit of your knowledge 
concerning the doctor's enemies', to aid them in 
finding the murderers?” 
"I don’t kuow that I will,” she replied. 
“They seem to know so much that they won't 
appreciate what I can tell them,” aud Mrs 
Conklin shut the door. 
Her husband had au interview w ith the po­ 
lice Captain late to night, but the officials deny 
that he gave them any ¡information o! im­ 
portance. Conklin would not talk to the re­ 
porters. •

been in the habit of washing out the writing on 
notes that had been paid, by chemical prepara­ 
tions, and filling in the face with new dates and 
new amounts. These were placed in banks for 
discount and readily accepted. Not only the 
banks but Foad’s personal friends were vic'irn- 
ized by these washed rotes. While his forgeries 
amounted to a great m*nv thousands, all those 
who suffered did not tell ineir losses. 
Detectives were set at work, aud Pond was 
finally found stepping aboard the steamer at San 
Francisco for Australia. He was brought to 
Worcester in the spring of 1876. convicted oi 
forgery, and sentenced to fitfeen years’ impris­ 
onment. Notwithstanding his crime he re­ 
tained a great hold upon tne affections of many 
church and business men, and in a few years á 
strong effort was msde for a pardon. This failed, 
but on December 26, 1882, his pardon by Gov­ 
ernor Long was announced. He returned to 
Worcester, and was welcomed by some of the 
best citizens, who, after he had worked at his 
trade a few months, furnished him with money 
to establish a machine aud tool shop. He was 
taken into the church, and at the time of his 
death was a Trustee and Sunday-school teacher.

Conviction of the W ife In the C arter D i­ 
vorce Suit. 
Chicago. May 22d.—The sensational divorce 
case in which Leslie Carter charged his wife 
with adultery, and she charged him with un­ 
mentionable crimps toward her, was concluded 
this rooming, the juryfindiugthe woman guilty 
as charged aud the husband not guilty. 
The case has been full of sensations, mostly 
to the discredit ol Mrs. Carter, liuking her 
name in various ways with Kvrlc Bellew, the 
actor; Mr. Constable, a New York merchant; 
her physician, and several others, aud only par­ 
tially accounting for the vast sums which Sirs. 
Carter spent in Euro|>e. 
Kyrle Bellew and Mrs. James Brown-Potter 
were received with a low but dist net hiss last 
night when they first appeared on the stage at 
Me Vickeris to open their Chicago engagement. 
By a strange coincidence probably unknown to 
the actress and audience, the jury in the Leslie 
Carter divorce case, in session scarcely two 
blocks from the theater, had, at almost Hie very 
momento) the hissing, sent lo the Judge for a 
diagram of the Colouade Hotel, in New York, 
where Bellew occupied adjoining rooms to Mrs. 
Carter's, and gave ner dramatic instruction. 
Both Bellew and Mrs. Potter showed unmis­ 
takable nervousness throughout the evening. 
Except the hiss, there was no other hostile 
demonstrations by the spectators. The audi­ 
ence was a large one, but could hardly be 
classed as fashionable. 


Investigation Into th e A trocities ot Illi­ 
nois Public Ufticiale. 
Chicago, May 22d.—In the inquiry as to the 
state of affairs in the Cook County Insane Asy­ 
lum to-day, Dr. Clevenger, formerly a mem­ 
ber of the medical staff there, testified 
that it was impossible lor a reputable practi­ 
tioner or attendant to stay there. The most dis­ 
reputable ones were the oues to stay, because 
they devoted more time to intrigue. 'T hey also 
practiced a system of elimination of the better 
clement, either by physical violence or o;her 
means. 
“ In 1886,” said the doctor, “ the physicians 
who secured bodies at the asylum for dissection 
at the Kush Medical College, told me that the 
bodies were so covered with vermin that they 
had to be scorched before being placed on the 
dissecting-table.” 
“ Once, iu 18S5,1 heard screams of pain, and 
running from my office 1 fuuud two attendauts 
standing over a patient who was bleeding pro­ 
fusely. I knew there was no use iu making any 
complaint, as ihe e attendants were supported 
by influence ou the County Board Soon after, 
they refused to obey my orders. They secreted 
bodies ou which I desired to hold post-mortem 
examinations, and I could not get them for two 
or three days after they were buried. 
“ 1 published a statement, and ihe following 
night one of the attendants abused me. A few 
moments later a shot was fired down the «taire. 
A bullet crashed through the floor and Yodged 
fter this, I resigned.” 
. — -------- wittl the institution 
now ? asked an attorney. 
“ It is under the influence of hoodlumism ” 
replied the doctor. ’’ It is in a bad place, aud 
011 uusslubrious grounds. There should be two 
buildings, one lor male and one for female pa­ 
tients. Then the County Board should be kicked 
out and the a«ylum put in the hands ol a State 
Commission." 
Dr. Clevenger told how boodlere had pre­ 
vented an investigation. Even ministers of the 
gospel were afraid of the boodlcrs who occupied 
seats iu their churches. He said there had been 
repeated testimony that vermin abounded in 
the wards, and Dr. Kohler, and assistant physi­ 
cian, found maggots in the wounds ol neglected 
patients in 1884. 
Bed-bugs would torture patients under their 
straight-jackets, and rats would mutilate the 
bodies of those who had died unattended dur­ 
ing the night. Male atlendants were usually 
appointed by the County Commissioners for 
their fighting abilities at the jgills at election 
time. Brawls, drunkenness, oa'hs, incessant 
alarms, pistol shooting, immorality, stealing, 
etc., exerted a very depressing influence on the 
decent officials there, and caused them to waste 
much of their energy in keeping out of rows. 
The County Board’s financial reports were fal­ 
sified and confused in a variety of ways, and 
oil* n the expression "general expenses"' would 
cover a thousand dollars or more of unac­ 
counted for bills. Everything was done to make 
an apparent showing of external cleanliness 
but the whitewashing and the flowers and well- 
kept lawn constituted the place a whited sepul­ 
cher. 
CHECKERED CARKKR. 
A Reformed Criminal Ends Life With a 
Good Name. 
W o r c e st e r, May 2>d.—Lucius W. Pond died 
this morning, aged 53, of bowel troubles. He 
was for many years a manufacturer of machin­ 
ists tools, the most prominent member of the 
Iaurel-street Methodist Church, held several 
city offices, and was Republican State Senator 
for three years. Until Octobei, 1875, he was 
generally looked upon as a prosperous business 
man and a model of integrity. When the hard 
times of 1873 came, he found bis business ill- 
prepared to meet a period of depression, but he 
carried it on until October, 1875, wheD he sud­ 
denly left for New York, ostensibly 011 business 
All trace of him was lost after he took the sound 
steamer, except that his valise and coat were 
found in the stateroom. It was supposed that 
he had committed suicide. 
Startling developments followed, aud the men 
who had indorsed for 1dm soon found notes that 
had been paid again turning up.

THE STEAMER CYNTHIA SUNK IN 
A COLUSION. 


Several L iv es Lost—King Humbert 
in Berliu—O’Brien Before the 
Parnell Commission.

LIGHT ON TB E LAND LKAGUES. 
O’B rien Continues H is Testim ony Before 
the P arnell Commission. 
Lo n d o n, May 22d.—Wm. O’Brien contiuued his 
testimony before the Parnell Commission to dav. 
The League, he said, was founded chiefly to op­ 
pose secret landlord combinations. The landlords 
formed a combination, haviDg a capital of til,- 
000.000, for the purpose of carrying out evic­ 
tions by wholesale aud replacing evicted ten­ 
ants with colonies of tenants from other coun­ 
tries. He had been a member of the Committee 
of the League since its organization, aud never 
heard a suggestion to encourage outrage. The 
witness attended a Convention iu America lu 
188C. He had no connection with dvuamitere 
while there. The vast hulk of those who at­ 
tended the Convention were men of the highest 
standing. He drew distinction between crim­ 
inality and illegality. "The Irish," he said, 
"have nn earnest, healthy repulsion for crim­ 
inality as to illegality, meaning irreverence for 
the law as law. Illegality is bred in us." 
[Laughter. ] 
lu answer to further questions by the Attor­ 
ney-General, O’Brien said it was impossible to 
say what was legal and whai was illegal in 
Ireland. The League certainly tended to lessen 
oui rages, but no League uor human power 
could prevent crime iu such a crisis as that of 
1879. He never advi.ed the people to assist the 
Government in the detection ol crime, because 
that would be accepting the responsibility that 
the League was wholly repudiated. 
United 
Ireland never denounced secret societies. The 
League w eaned nineteen-twentieths ol the peo­ 
ple in Ireland from such societies. 


DOWN TO A WATERY DEATH. 
E ight People D row ned by a Collision of 
O cean Steam ers. 
Montreal, May22d.—The steamships Cynthia 
and Polynesian collided this morning near Loug 
Point, a few miles east. Eight lives are reported 
lost.The Cynthia was a freighter, inward bound 
from Glasgow. The Polynesian was outward 
bound with freight and passengers for Liver­ 
pool. Immediately after the collision the Cyn­ 
thia sank in twelve fathoms. The survivor:: from 
the Cyuthia swam ashore. The Polynesian pro­ 
ceeded to Quebec in a damaged condition. 
The accident was the result ot a misunder­ 
standing of signals for paBsing at a dangerous 
curve in the cliannei. Follow ing is a list of the 
crew of the Cyuthia who lost their lives: Hugh 
Irving, chief cook: Alexander Nicholas, a 
sailor; Andrew Vance, (.liarles McCracken, 
trimmeis; James Ftrrou, boatswain; Jas. Low, 
fireman; Charles Blackstraek, messenger bov, 
and David Young, a stowaway from Glasgow." 
The blame is laid at the dovr of the Polynesi­ 
an, and her officers arc much blamed for not 
stopping to render assistance. 
The sailors of the Cynthia claim that the 
Polynesian was right ahead, and that had she 
stopped she could have saved the men who 
were (drow ned. They a'.so state that there were 
fifteen men ou shore who, although there were 
boats near by, did not raise a linger in an at­ 
tempt to rescue the drowning sailors. 
The pilot on the Cynthia says the Polynesian 
was not iu her proper course, and to this cause 
he ascribes the collision. The weather was per 
fectly clear, aud those on board the Cyutliia 
were surprised to see the course the Polynesian 
was making. Instead ol coming straight down 
the chaunei, she was crossing the course of the 
Cynthia. When fifty feet away the l’o'.ynesian 
blew her whistle to signal the Cynthia to take 
the opposite side of the channel. The pilot ac- 
cordinglyput her about and endeavored totross, 
but, seeing it could not be done, signaled to have 
the engines reversed. It was a vain effort, aud 
the next minute the vessels had met. After the 
collision the Polynesian kept 011 her course. The 
Captain of the Cyuthia tried to run that- vessel 
ashore aud save the cargo, but almost imme­ 
diately she capsized sideways, and all tried to 
make their escape as best they could. One man 
was crushed to;dcath at the time of the collision 
and seven were drowned while attempting to 
reach the shore, Mariners sav it was impossi­ 
ble for the Polynesian to render the Cvuthia 
any assistance. With the “way” ou her caused 
by her full speed going down stream, she could 
no) have stopped, and even if she could have 
stopped in a short distance she would have been 
unable to turn about. 
Quebec, May 22d.—The steamship Polynesian 
arrived here safely this eveL iug. She received 
serious damage, the extent of which canuot be 
known until the surveyors have made their re­ 
port.

The report of the Board of Foreign Missions 
showed the work, on the whole,was prosperous, 
with 110 unusual obstacles. More money is 
needed to meet the growing demands. The 
contributions of the past vear fell oft' over 
860,000. 
The matter of adopting Clause 4 of the recom­ 
mendations of the special committee on mis­ 
sions among Ireedmen came up lor discussion 
at the afternoon session. This clause asks for 
an expression of confidence in the committee. 
A substitute was proposed bv Dr. Hamlin, oi 
Washington, that the special committee be re­ 
tained in office for another year, and that it lis­ 
ten to information in possession of the Wash­ 
ington Presbytery. He claims that the commit­ 
tee had refused heretofore to lisleu to this in­ 
formation. 
Alter a vigorous debate the substitute was nut, 
and received about twenty aves, while there 
were nearly five hundred noes[ and the report 
of the special committee as a whole was then 
adopted without disseut. 
Rev. Mr. Chedlav.-, ot Cincinnati, read the re­ 
port of the Committee on Publications aud Sun­ 
day School Work. The receipts lor the year were 
8437,761, and the net pre fits 86,692. 
' 
SCALPERS ASSEMBLE. 
T he A m erican TIcUet-ISrokers’ Associa­ 
tion Holds Its A nnual Convention. 
New York, May 22d.—The American Ticket- 
Brokers’ Association began its annual Conven­ 
tion to-day. President McCrary called the Con­ 
vention to order and read the'annual address. 
He called attention to the fhet that the great 
railroad eirporatious for the past two mouths 
had been endeavoring to have the business of 
the members ot this association branded as il­ 
legitimate. These magnates, he said, had bv 
every means in their power tried to have law's 
pasred by different Legislatures declaring their 
business illegal, but they signally failed. Small 
railroads, he said, principally depended ou the 
ticket-broke:s for their subsistence, and that 
was the reason why large railroads wished to 
destroy the business of brokers 
The report of the Executive Committee dealt 
mainly with what was termed persecution, to 
which the members of the 11-sociatiou was sub­ 
ject duriug the p*st year. 
It says, iu part, "Oitr occupation has been ma­ 
ligned, scandalized and misrepresented, charged 
with conspiracy with crime, v.ith fraud and 
with ail that was evil. But the public has been 
our ally, and truth and honest dealing our only 
weapons, and we stand to-dav victors upon a 
hard-iouglit field.” The report was adopted. 
After several communications had been read 
the Convention adjourned. 
The reyort ot tne Executive Committee re­ 
ferred to several members who had been ex­ 
pelled from the Association for violation of 
rules. Among these are Peebles Bros , Ogden, 
and J. B. Garland, San Francisco. 
NEW LINE O F STEAMERS 
To be O rganizad anil M auaged by the 
Santa Ee Railw ay. 
New York, May 22d.—Vice-President Fmith, 
of the Actbison toad, arrived here from Boston 
this morning and was questioned in regard to 
the report of the projected steamship line be­ 
tween San Diego and Japan, in connection with 
the Atchison road. 
Mr Smith said : “ Arrangements are pending 
between the Peninsular aud Oriental Naviga­ 
tion Company and our road fur running two 
regular boats between San Diego aud Japan. 
Our Traffic Manager lias been discussing the 
subject with the P. and O. people, and 
although the matter is not yet tally consum­ 
mated it is more than likely an arrangement 
was made. It will certainly meet with the 
approval of the public, as it will increase trade 
between the Pacific Coast and Japan. Iain

T h e San Francisco Call considers the 
R ecord-Union’s suggestion that the way 
to insure fair counting of election returns 
and fair dealing in the management of the 
ballot-box, is to appoint men to the offices 
on the election boards whose probity will be 
a guarantee that there will be no foul play, 
and confesses that when the polls opened 
in San Francisco last fall the appearance 
of the election officials in many cases gave 
great cause for the expression of fear that 
there would be foul play—as there was. It 
ought to be possible to bring sufficient in­ 
fluence to bear upon the Election Commis­ 
sioners in the metropolis, to compel them 
to nominate to these important trusts only 
men of clean characters, and who are not 
even open to tlie suspicion that anything 
crooked will be winked at by them. If, 
however, partisanship and bossism have 
such a “puli’’ upon the appointing officers 
that only venal servitors of political ring­ 
masters can lie appointed, there is hut one 
other way out of the difliculty, and that is 
by appeal to the Legislature to place the 
selection of the Inspectors, Judges and 
Clerks of Election in the hands of the 
Courts. If that is refused, and no remedy 
is provided for what every man admits is a 
monstrous crime, and which is committed 
at nearly every election in our large cities, 
only revolution remains. Either a peace­ 
ful remedy or that of violence will be ap­ 
plied. JaR us not deceive ourselves—we 
cannot forever go on in this way; history 
will repeat itself in this as in other cases. 
The causes of revolution do not always lie 
deep; they develop violence whenever the 
public wrong becomes so great that it ap­ 
peals to passion for the remedy that 
authority refuses or neglects. It is simply 
impossible for the student of history and 
of the motive forces of American civiliza­ 
tion, to escape the conclusion that sooner 
or later ample remedies will be applied to 
these election abuses. To hold to the con­ 
trary is to insult the intelligence and pat­ 
riotism of the masses of the people. 
It 
remains with those who have the power to 
say whether these remedial measures shall 
be attained peacefully or through violence. 
A rem arkable statement has been signed 
by Mata a fa and thirty of bis chiefs to the 
effect that when the Mataafa men fired on 
the Germans at Vailele, they supposed 
them to be Tamesscse men; that as soon as 
it was discovered they were Germans the 
order was given to cer.se tiring; that had 
the chiefs then Known what they now 
know, the order would not have been 
given, but every German in Samoa would 
have been slaughtered; that the fact is, 
the German soldiers left on the held were 
found to he fully equipped for battle, with 
provision bags and cartridges, and with 
stretchers for the wounded and spades for 
trench work, etc. These chiefs were sworn 
to the statement 011 the Bible, an oath no 
Samoan was ever known to violate or 
lightly take. The document also contains 
an explanation of the paper sent to Berlin, 
signed by two chiefs, to the effect that the 
Mataafa men fired first. It is shown that 
the statement was obtained by fraud per­ 
petrated by Dr. Knappe, who made the 
men believe they were signing a paper 
that would insure their property from de­ 
struction when the new German warships 
arrived. Th y now, under oath, deny 
that they were at the battle, and say that 
they had no idea they were signing a 
statement such as the paper turns out to 
be. So, too, the two boys whose testimony 
has been forwarded to Berlin, to the effect 
that they saw the .Mataafa men fire first, 
have confessed that they were brilied to 
make the statement. All these explana­ 
tory affidavits have been forwarded to the 
State Department at Washington, and cer­ 
tainly will lie sent on to the Berlin con­ 
ference. They ought to stiflen the hacks 
of our representatives there against anv 
bending to the wish of Germany that the 
Mataafa jieople shall be punished fur the 
Vailele affair. 


Till: I’aris Exposition is by no means 
ready for visitors, and correspondents warn 
Americans contemplating a visit to it to 
delay their trip to France for awhile. But 
there is one section of the Exposition that 
is ready—a section, in fact, though it has 
no official relation to the management of 
Exposition—“ Buffalo Bill's Wild West 
Show.” He apjicars to have succeeded in 
opening his exhibition in 1‘aris with as 
much of distinguished indorsement and 
official patronage as he secured eighteen 
months ago in England. The American 
colony, United States marines and Ameri­ 
can Ministers, the 1‘residcnt of the repub­ 
lic, Senators, Generals and Cabinet Minis­ 
ters and other lnijmrtanl parsonages were 
present, and according to all accounts they 
were greatly amused and much entertained 
by the glimpse of Loider life Mr. Cody 
gives them, though we suspect it is painted 
a good deal more romantic than the truth 
will justify, it was feared that this hit of 
enterprise on the part of Cody would result 
badly for us by reason 01" the impression it 
migiit give that the exhibition is really 
typical of American civilization. But the 
year and :t half that the show remained 
open in England was cot marked by any 
evidences of misconception of America 


more striking than before prevailed. It is 
not probable that the French will be any 
more likely to receive false impressions 
from Cody’s show than were the English. 
At least, the frontiermau’s enterprise and 
spirit in transporting from America such 
an immense company of whites and In­ 
dians, horses, ponies and other animals, 
Indian camp equipage, etc., to France to 
amuse the people of the Old World, will 
give the Europeans a not unfavorable im­ 
pression of the push of the American sbow- 


W h il e there is so much talk in the 
journals that imagine administrations are 
only formed for them to peck at, over the 
enormous length of the pension list, it is 
well to recall the fact that of the pension­ 
ers, 31,302 receive only £2 a month from 
the Government. 
G erm any is willing that we shall take 
Samoa and do what we please with it if 
we will “buy out” the German plantations 
and commercial interests. Pshaw! we 
could have had the whole concern a little 
while ago for nothing, had we been in­ 
clined to accept it as proffered. 


TH E ADVENTISTS. 
Another Evening at the Big Tent—Last 
Night’s Discourse. 
At the tent of the Seventh Day Advent­ 
ists, at Fifteenth and M streets, last even­ 
ing, the speaker based his remarks on John 
xiv., 2, 3: *’ I go to prepare a place forvou, 
and if I go and prepare a place for you, I 
will come again and receive you nnto my­ 
self, that where I am there ye may be also.” 
Christ first came to earth as a “ man of sor­ 
rows and acquainted with grief.” (Isa. liii, 
3 ) His second advent will in power and 
in “the glory of His Father.” (Matt, xvi., 
27.) And as “King of Kings and Lord 
of Lords.” (Rev. xix., l(i) "Then shall 
He sit upon the throne of His glory.” 
(Matt, xiv., 31). 
As the disciples witnessed His ascension 
into the heavens, two angels told them that 
“this same Jesus, which is taken up from 
you into heaven, shall so come in like man­ 
ner as you have seen him go into heaven.” 
(Acts L, 9. 11 ) "And every eye shall see 
htm.” (Rev. i., 7.) His coming will not 
be obscure. “For as the lightning cometh 
out of the east and shiueth even unto the 
west, so shall also the coming of the Son 
of Man fee.” (Matt, xxiv., 27 ) 
Christ declared, “ I will come again, nnd 
receive you unto myself.” The reward of 
the faithful is eternal life, but “ the wages 
of sin is death.” (Rom. vi., 23.) “ Be­ 
hold, I come quickly, and my reward is 
with me, (0 give everv man according as 
his work shall be.” (Rev. xxii., 12.) Then 
if Christ does not come, the righteous will 
never receive eternal life, will never enter 
heaven. For Christ declared that the pur­ 
pose of his return to earth is to take his pro­ 
pie to heaven. "The Lord himself shall de­ 
scend from heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with the trump 
of God.” (1 Thcss. iv., 16.) When this 
trumpet sounds " We shall all (both living 
righteous, and those sleeping (dead) iu 
Christ) be changed, iu a moment, in the 
twiukTng of an eye.” For this corruptible 
(dead one) must put 011 incorrupt ion, and 
this mortal (living one) must put on im­ 
mortality.” Then we shall never receive 
immortality till Cbrkt appears. “ Who 
shall change our vile body, that it may be 
fashioned like unto his glorious botlv.” 
(Phil, iii., 21.) “ And he shall send his 
angels with a great sound of a trumpet, 
and they shall gather together his elect 
from the four winds, from one end tf 
heaven to the other.’ (Matt, xxiv., 31.) 
SinDers will tlien call to the mountains 
and rocks, "Fall on us, and hide us from 
the face of Him that sitteth on the throne, 
and from the wrath of the Lamb; for the 
great day of His wrath is come, and who 
shall be able to stand ?” The righteous 
will say, "Lo, this is our God, and he will 
save us.” (Isa. xxv., 9 ) “And the dead 
in Christ shall rise first; then we which are 
alive and remain shall be caught up to­ 
gether with them in the clouds, to meet 
the Lord in the air; and so shall we ever 
be with the Lord.” (1 Thess. vi , 10, 17.) 
“The wicked will be punished with ever­ 
lasting destruction from the presence of the 
Lord. 
(2 Thess. i., 7, 9.) But to the 
righteous Christ will say, "Come, ye blessed 
of my Father, inherit the kingdom pre­ 
pared for you from the foundation of the 
world.”

Opposition to the Great Lumber Flum e in 
El Duiado County, 
[El Dorado Republican. 1 
The matter of a proposed franchise upon 
; the waters of the American river is still be­ 
fore the Beard of Supervisors, who have 
continued it till the June meeting for the 
j purpose of permitting and encouraging a 
1 full investigation of the proposition.and of 
allowing all who wish to be beard concern­ 
ing it to have that opportunity. 
Mr. G. W. Cummings, the gentleman who 
was instrumental in making the survey for 
a V flume or a railroad along the Ameri­ 
can river a few months ago, the exact na­ 
ture not yet having been disclosed, was be­ 
fore the Supervisors at their late meeting, 
and explains the ptan3 of his company as 
I follows : 
The franchise sought is not put forward by 
: either the Fobom Water Power company or the 
I Natoma Company. It is a private enterprise 
j suggested by myself to other parries, who will 
j establish a lumber market at the dam of the 
Folsom Water Company, Dear ihe town of Fol­ 
som. They will build ail extensive sawmill and 
ft sash, door and blind lactory at ihat point. 
They will also establish a boom there to catch 
and hold f awlogs, lor any person or persons who 
may desire to float them down the several 
branches of the American river. This will es­ 
tablish a market at Folsom for sawlogs, but it 
will not prevent their owners from marketing 
them at other points should they desire to do so. 
I made a contract last year with the Folsom 
\\ ater Power Company for these privileges, pri­ 
marily that I might avail mvself ot the water 
power to he afforded there, instead of the more 
expensive agency of steam. 
'The experiment of floating logs down both 
the north and south forks of the American river 
has been tried with financial disaster to those 
who made the experiment, simply because they 
did not understand the business, aud had made 
no preparation to stop the logs. 
ft has been demonstrated, however, that logs 
cannot be successiully floated down any stream 
without some preparation being mude for their 
passage. This is especially the case with the 
American river. At certain points rocks must 
be blown out. At others, sheer booms must he 
placed to keep the logs in the current, and pre­ 
vent their being battered, worn and broken on 
the rocks. This preparation of the river will 
costagicat deal of money, and those who in­ 
vest capital in this manner should be allowed 
to collect reasonable aud lawful tolls of those 
who do avail themselves of the benefits of buch 
costly improvements. 
It has been said that the granting of this fran­ 
chise would interfere with vested miniDg and 
water rights. This is not the case, directly or 
indirectly. The river can only be used for float­ 
ing logs at a high stage of water, when mining 
is impossible, and when the water supply is iu- 
exliaustiole lor all purposes. All the iog-float- 
ing done on this river must he accomplished 
within thirty days during the spring of each 
year or it cannot be done at all. 
It is not true that the trun ‘hise desired con­ 
templates interfering with vested rights in dams 
and ditches. If in the preparation oi the river 
our company encounters a dam 100 thinly cov­ 
ered at the floating stage to pass the logs over 
without injury to such dam, a log chute must 
be built at the end of the dam through which 
the logs aie directed by "sheer booms” without 
any interference whatever with the stability of 
the dam, such chutes built at the expense of 
the boom company. 
With these explanation*, let me sum up as 
follows: 
Fir t—We are simply buyers of saw-logs, cord 
wood, railroad ties, material for wood pulp, etc. 
Second—We only ask the privilege 01 con­ 
structing a “ highway ” in accordance with the 
law of the lsst Legislature compelling us to take 
such action, and we ask the privilege of cliarg-

bring their otherwise valueless wood products 
profitably to market, and carry back to your 
county the money received therefor. 
Third—We do not own either lauds or limber 
along this highway, nor would we invest the 
enormous amount of capital which would bo 
required to either control or own them. 
Fourth—We do not ask for any ownership or 
control of the water, nor for any right to divert 
it from its natural channels, nor for anv right 
that will iu any way interfere with anv mines, 
dams, ditches or other vested rights. ‘ 
Fifth—We do not seek to exact tolls except 
for services rendered by our employes, or for 
storage of logs, timber and wood m our boom, 
or tor the use of works or facilities which we 
shall have created. 
Sixth—We only ask permission for the use of 
this highway during seasons of high water, 
when it could not be used for any other pur­ 
pose. 
Seventh—We restrict no one from the use of 
our boom, but only ask that persons who avail 
themselves of its privilege! shall x*ay the rea­ 
sonable toll which your Supervisors may fix. 
This is the proposition of the company, 
and it is one that is to be looked at frorn'a 
standpoint of loss and gain to the countv. 
\\ e have heretofore opposed the granting 
of the franchise because we want it tbor- 
oughly investigated, and because we fail to 
see wit ere the people are to gain by it, even 
if the franchise is drawn so as to permit no 
vexatious control over the waters of the 
stream. It is not the duty of the Super­ 
visors to grant such privileges unless our 
own jieople are to be benefited, for the 
Board is not expected to look out for tlte 
interests of this wood company. If the com­ 
pany were putting property into the county 
and increasing our assessment roil, it 
vronld be entitled to much cncoi rrgement, 
but there seems to be no general benefit 
beyond the fact that owners of timber land 
along the river will be afforded a market. 
It has been our observation that this land 
has been obtained very largely by non­ 
residents, and the probabilitifs'are that in 
case the river is opened to float logs, the 
timber will be slid out of the county, and 
ranch of the land denuded of its most 
valuable feature without any increase in 
the prosperity of our citizens. We are not 
a mere obstructionist, and if the timber 
can be reached in no other wav that will be 
more generally profitably to' the count*, 
and if the rights of nil who derive benefit 
froiu the stream can beprotected, we prefer 
that the timber should reach a market 
rather than have it go to waste. It will be 
the duly of the Supervisors to investigate 
the e matters, and all those effected by the 
proposed franchise should consult with 
them. I p to the present time we faii to 
hear of any benefit except to non-residents, 
and see no probable increase iu cur taxable 
property from the scheme.

THE STORY TOLD ON THE TRIAL 


OF BILLINGS. 


■W itnesses E x a m in e d fo r th e P ro s e ­ 
c u tio n Y e s te rd a y —T h e F a th e r 
ou th e S ta n d . 


The case of the People against L. N. 
Billings, charged w ith 
the 
m urder of 
Francis D. L ighthall,in March last, was re­ 
sum ed yesterday in Judge A rm strong’s 
Court, with District Attorney BruDer and 
AV. A. Anderson conducting the prosecu­ 
tion, and Grove L. Johnson appearing for 
the defendant. The fam ily of the latter 
were present during the day. 
The several witness for both sides were 
called, sworn, and placed under the rule. 
The first exam ined was J. C. Boyd, 
County Surveyor, who testified as to the 
correctness of a m ap indicating the scene 
of the tragedy. 
W itness explained by the 
m ap the relative positions of the buildings, 
fences, trees, etc., on the place. 
J. F rauk Clark, County Coroner, testified 
to the circumstances attending the inquest 
held on the body of Francis D. Ligbthall, 
on the 1st of March of the present year. 
Dr. G. A. W hite, County Physician, testi­ 
fied to having held the autopsy on the body 
of deceased. W itness described the nature 
of the wounds on the body, of which there 
were two. One had entered the left side of 
deceased, passing almost directly through 
the body, and the other was in the hip. 
District Attorney Bruner asked witness 
in w hat position deceased’s body m ust have 
been, as shown by the direction taken by 
the bullet. 
To this the defense objected, and the 
question was changed so as to ask the wit­ 
ness it he knew w hat the position of the 
deceased m ust have been, and the question 
was admitted. 
W itness said it would be impossible toso 
state, beyond the fact that the left side was 
presented. Death was caused by the heart 
having been pierced by a bullet. 
W itness 
identified the bullets taken from the body. 
Beside the bullet-wounds, there was a 
slight abrasion ou the bridge of the nose. 
To Mr. Johnson witnesssaid he identified 
a document embracing the report of his 
autopsy held on the body of the deceased, 
as made to the Coroner. H e said the re­ 
port did not contain a m ention of the abra­ 
sion ou the nose, as be had not attached 
m uch im portance thereto. 
H e thought the 
wound was made with a blunt instrum ent, 
or m ight have been caused by a fall. 
Luther O. Lightball, the father of de­ 
ceased. was then called by the prosecu­ 
tion, and examined by District Attorney 
Bruner. 
W itness said he was a laborer, re­ 
siding at Twenty-first and O streets. H ad 
been in California since ¡September last. 
Francis D. Ligbthall was his son. [W it­ 
ness here broke into tears.] Have a daugh­ 
ter residing in Michigan. Have a brother 
nam ed W illiam A. Lightball. Francis was 
27 years of age at the time of his death on 
the 1st of March last, which occurred on 
the Billings ranch in this county. W itness 
then proceeded to relate the circumstances 
attending the killing of his son. 
H e said that him self and son were in the 
yard on the 1st of March, when L. X. B ill­ 
ings and his son Otis came to the place. 
tV h on Tin liners ll ritirn in 1» f-1 nnnon/l 1 
limn 


; placed his own team tc the wagon and took 
it away; m y brother has employed Major 
Anderson to assist the prosecution in tni3 
case; could not say who struck me first, the 
defendant or his son; neither struck me 
until I had laid my bands ou defendant’s 
shoulder; was standiug next to the wagon 
when the a?sault was made; dodged their 
blows by tailing to the ground; on arising, 
struck the one nearest to me; did not see 
the defendant immediately after getting up; 
the horses ran away when the pistol was 
fired, and before my son fell; he was be­ 
tween the wagon and the road; Billings 
m ay have said he wanted hay, but do not 
remember; suppose deceased was seen by 
Otis Bil!ing3 when the latter leaped from 
the wagon; heard m y ton talking during 
the trouble, but did not see him; may havé 
said at the inquest that Billings said he 
was going to take bay; m y memory of the 
eveuts wa3 fresher then than now, and my 
statem ents then m ust have been correct; 
niy present memory of what occurred is 
not very clear; the tragedy ocean ed in the 
forenoon. 
On redirect exam ination witness testified 
th at during his absence his sen worked the 
ranch, under a lease, kept tbeir horses 
there, etc. 
W itness repeated that his son 
fell to the ground before any shots were 
fired; did not see him rise; what he had 
testified to to-day he distinctly rem em ­ 
bered. 
Olive H ildreth, a child ten years of age, 
was the next witness. W hen' asked w hat 
would become of any person who told a 
falsehood, she said : “ H e would not enter 
the kingdom of Heaven.” 
Witness said 
that Francis D. L ;ghtbali was her m other’s 
cousin; she came to Sacramento in Decem­ 
ber last from Michigan; was at Mr. Light- 
halt's place on the day of the shooting; Sir. 
Billings drove up to the barn, and Francis 
walked out and objected to Mr. Billings 
taking hay from the barn; Mr. Billings 
said he had a rieht to take it; Francis shut 
the barn door; just then Mr. Billings and 
his sou struck Uncle Orth 
(deceased's 
father), and Francis ran and jum ped over 
the wagon to where they were, when Mr. 
Billings struck him with a club and then 
shot hint; did not see Frauk do anything, 
and saw nothing in his baud; did not see 
him strike or attem pt to strike anyone; 
w hen the pistol was tired the second time, 
witness ran to the house. 
T he witness 
was 
cross-examined at 
length by Mr. Johnson. Bhe said that 
when Billings and his son came her uncle 
and his son were cleaning up the yard; 
they went to the barn together when Bill­ 
ings came; the latter got there ahead; Mr. 
Lighthal! was on one side of the wagon 
and Frank on the other, F rank shut the 
barn door, and then stepped back; heard 
them ull talking; F rank forbade Billings 
from taking anything from the barn; Bill­ 
ings said he would take hey whenever he 
liked; when the elder Ligbthall went to 
the wagon, where Billings and his 3on were 
on the ground, they took ciubs from the 
wagon and assaulted him; when Frank 
jum ped over the wagon and went up to 
them Billings kuockeu him down with a 
club; the horses ran away when the first 
3hot was fired; thought that Otis first 
jum ped from the wagon; came into town 
the same day and told her m other the par­ 
ticulars. 
D uring the exam ination of the witness 
she said that when she told Mr. Bruner 
that F rank ran toward Billings after being 
h it with the club her lather "corrected her 
and said she should not say “ ran,” but 
“ staggered.” 
The cross-examination of 
the child was long and rigid, but in the 
m ain she adhered to her first statem ents. 
District Attorney Bruner then Questioned 
the witness further regarding "her testi­ 
m ony. 
Referring to her statem ent that 
she had not talked about the case to any­ 
one, witness said it was because she had

Near tne barn wit- iow anvone to talk to Per nn (!>» c L i-w 
ness said to him : “ Mr. Billings, I don’t 
w ant you to meddle with anything here 
w ithout paying m e." 
H e said he never 
would n a y ; witness placed his hand on 
Billings' breast and told bint not to med­ 
dle with anything until he hud settled. He 
drew a club from his wagon and struck 
witness, his son at the same tim e leaping 
from the wagon and also assaulting witness 
w ith a club. 
Witness then seized a stick 
and attacked young Billings. 
Did not 
know where his son, the deceased, was at 
that m om ent. 
H eard u noise in another 
direction, and saw the defendant in the act 
of shooting witness’ son; was “ stunned ” 
for the moment, and could not do auv- 
‘hing. The horses ran away, and the elder 
Billings ran after and stopped them . H e 
then came back and covered witness with 
his pistol. Young Billings here declared 
to his father that there m ust be no more 
shooting. Tnrned to my son, and found 
he was dead. Young Billings assisted w it­ 
ness in carrying him into the house. 
Two clubs were here shown witness, 
which he identified as the ones used in the 
assault referred to, at the same time exhib­ 
iting considerable emotion. 
W itness, resuming, said he had seen 
Billings on three separate days during the 
week prior to the tragedy. Saw him the 
day preceding it. H ad made arrangements 
for leaving the ranch. 
Hail a discussion 
relating to the matter; we were to leave the 
place. 
Billings came to the ranch and 
offered to pay witness $125 to leave the 
place. 
[ The last sentence ordered stricken 
out.] 
Billings was accompanied by his 
son. There were present the witness. Mrs. 
H ildreth and her little girl. 
W itness de­ 
manded the money, but Billings under­ 
tool: to place the furniture on the wagon to 
move it away. 
It was already packed for 
removal, except the stove. 
[Objected to and objection overruled.] 
One of the teams brought by Biliings 
bad been purchased by witness of defend­ 
ant for $225, but which had not been paid. 
W itness objected to Billings taking the 
horses away, 
(¡eorge Lightball came d u r­ 
ing Billings' visit, and at the request of 
witness went to his father's house and re­ 
turned with the $225, which was paid to 
Billings,_who surrendered witness’ note. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Johnson—W it­ 
ness did not rem ember in w hat m onth he 
went on tbc Biliings place; it was not 
under a lease, but had an arrangem ent 
w ith Billings. 
There was afterwards a 
lease, in which Francis D. Lightball and 
Francis H ildreth were interested. 
On the 
occasion of two of Billings’ visits he came 
after bay; had been away' from the ranch 
some of the tim e between last fall and the 
tim e of the tragedy; worked in the vicin­ 
ity of Courlland; 
reached the Billings 
ranch the Sunday bef.ire the shooting; had 
not been away from the place at any other 
tim e.

The Census of 1800. 
The census of 1SB0 will reveal roanv 
wonderful chances. The central line of 
population will be much nearer the Mis­ 
sissippi river than it was ten years ago. 
A series of maps like those obtained in the 
last census, of gradations in color, to indi­ 
cate the changes in the density of popula­ 
tion, wealth, health and other important 
facts, will present a curious contrast with 
the maps that we now have for the census 
of 1SS0, or that of 1870. Over 10,000,000 
acres of land were sold in the last fiscal 
year under the operation of the homestead 
and timber culture law. 
Afore than 124,­ 
000,000 of acres have been settled in the 
last eight years, representing a larger area 
than the States of Indiana, Illinois, Ohio 
and Michigan. 
The great changes have been made in 
the northwestern group of States and Ter­ 
ritories, comprising 
Dakota, 
Nebraska. 
Minnesota, Wyoming and Mini Lin a, where 
nearly (¡0,000,000 acres have been settled 
in the last eight years. 
In the southwest­ 
ern group, comprising Kansas, Colorado, 
Missouri and New Mexico, nearly 30,000,­ 
000 of acres have been occupied. On the 
Pacific coast 19,000,000 of acres more have 
been settled, and 13,000,000 of acres must 
be added for the Southern States on both 
sides of the Mississippi. Along the Pacific 
roads 18,000,000 of acres have been opened 
since the last census. 
In other words, the 
Government and 
the Pacific railroads 
have opened for settlement in the last 
eight years a territory larger than the 
New Kngland, Middle States and South 
Carolina combined ; larger than Germany 
or France, and about twice as large as 
Great Britain and Ireland.—Bankers Mag­ 
azine.
